SHOWING SIGNS OF CLOSING. HAK IS DUTY-BOUND TO DENY 
THAT REASON, JUST AS HE MUST DENY THAT SINO-SOVIET 
SPLIT WAS SKILLFULLY EXPLOITED BY THE US. AS 
RESULT OF OUR "TRIANGULTION," USSR CHANGED ITS 
METHODS IF NOT ITS GOALS, IN PURSUING DETENTE; CHINESE 
COUNTERED BY BEGINNING "NORMALIZATION" WITH US AND 
LEVERAGE WAS APPLIED TO BRING END TO NEED FOR 
US INVOLVEMENT IN VN. BUT SOVIETS AND CHINESE COULD 
NOT PERMIT OUR EXPLOITATION OF THEIR DISAGREEMENTS TO GO 
ON FOREVER. THERE ARE SIGNS THEIR RELATIONS HAVE BEEN 
IMPROVING. SOVIET POLICY TOWARD PRC-USSR BORDER PROBLEM 
IS SHOWING SIGNS OF FLEXIBILITY; SO IS CHINESE. THESE 
SMALL STEPS TOWARD COMPROMISE ARE ACCOMPANIED STILL BY 
MUTUAL DENUNCIATIONS OF IDEOLOGICAL REVISIONISM, AND 
THESE TIRADES ARE LIKELY TO CONTINUE; BOTH NATIONS SEE 
NEED TO IMPROVE THEIR STATE-TO-STATE RELATIONS WHITE. 
CONTINUING THEIR INTERNATIONAL PARTY BATTLE. 

SAFIRE RELAES DEVELOPMENTS TO PROBLEM OF SUCCESSION TO 
MAO AND CHOU. DISCERNS EMERGENCE OF ANOTHER TEAM IN 
TENG HSIAO-PING AND CHIAO KUAN-HUA. WHEN MAO AND CHOU 
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ARE GONE, TENG AND CHIAO COULD LEAD COLLEGIUM IN 
MOURNING PERIOD. DURING THAT YEAR-LONG MOURNING, ANY 
CHANGE IN POLICY WOULD BE SEEN AS DISRESPECT FOR MAO'S 
MEMORY; ACCORDINGLY, CHOU IS CALLING FOR MODERATION IN 
STATE-TO-STATE RELATIONS WITH SOVIETS NOW, WHICH WILL MAKE 
IT EASIER FOR SUCCESSORS TO KEEP SAMPAN FROM ROCKING. 

BUT SHIFT AWAY FROM NATIONAL CONFRONTATION MEANS 
OUR EXPLOITABLE GAPS WILL BE NARROWED AND IT WILL BE 
HARDER FOR US TO PLAY SOVIETS AGAINST CHINESE. 

VLADIVOSTOK SUMMIT WILL BECOME SPRINGBOARD FOR HAK-CHOU 

MEETING. FOR THE CHINESE, HAK’S VISIT NOW IS USEFUL 

TO PREPARE FOR SUCCESSION, AND AS FINAL CHOU EFFORT 

TO PUT OUR FEET TO THE FIRE ABOUT TAIWAN. FOR 

SOVIETS, SUMMIT IS USEFUL IN GETTING PRES TO COMMIT 

MORE AID IN HELPING RUSSIANS COPE WITH FAILURES OF 
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THEIR TECHNOCRACY. FOR US, FORD'S TRIP IS EFFORT TO 
STICK WEDGE BETWEEN THE DOOR AND DOORJAMB. 

SINO-SOVIET SPLIT WAS OUR ONCE-IN-A-GENERATION OPPORTUNITY 
AND WE MADE THE MOST OF IT; WE ARE HURRYING NOW TO GET 
AS MUCH LEVERAGE AS WE CAN BEFORE THE OPENING REALLY 
BEGINS TO CLOSE. 

NYT’S HALT .OR AN IN TOKYO SAYS THE JAPAN PRES WILL VISIT 
IS MORE DISPIRITED AND DISCOURAGED THAN IT HAS BREN 
SINCE THE TRYING DAYS AFTER WWII. AFTER YEARS OF SUCCESS, 
JAPANESE ECONOMY HAS FALTERED UNDER IMPACT OF OIL CRISIS 
AND INFLATION AND POLITICS PARALYZED BY INDECISION AND 
SCANDAL. JAPAN SEEMS AFFLICTED BY SAME MALAISE 
TROUBLING MANY ADVANCED NATIONS, A FUNDAMENTAL DISTRUST 
OF PEOPLE IN THEIR GOVT. LDP IS WEARY AND STAGNANT 
AND ITS LEADERS SEEM TO HAVE LOST FAMED JAPANESE 
ABILITY TO FIND COMPROMISE, TO OPERATE THE CONSENSUS 
BY WHICH THE NATION IS GOVERNED. DISAPPOINTMENT IN 
TANAKA IN PARTICULAR IS REFLECTED IN POLLS, WHERE HE 
RECORDED LOWEST POPULARITY OF ANY POSTWAR PREMIER. 

SUN’S TOM PEPPER VIEWS PHRASE "TANAKA WATERGATE" AS NO 
MORE THAN CLEVER SLOGAN SIGNIFYING GENERAL DISCONTENT 
WITH TANAKA'S PERFORMANCE - HIS UNAPPEALING STYLE AS 
MUCH AS HIS POLICIES OR WEALTH. BASIC SYSTEM OF CLOSE 
TIES BETWEEN BUSINESS AND POLITICS IS LIKELY TO REMAIN 
LARGELS INTACT, BUT STYLE IN WHICH IT IS SEEN AND 
MAINTAINED WILL - AND HAS ALREADY - CHANRE. 

CSM'S SPERLING REPORTS THAT PRES IS OFF ON WHAT ONE OF HIS 
TOP AIDES ADMITS PRIVATELY IS AN "EXCEEDINGLY NERVOUS" 

TRIP TO-EA WITH VICE-PRESIDENCY STILL VACANT AND WITH NEW 
THREAT OF ME WAR. NOTES CRITICS ASKING "WHY NOW?" FOR 
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ASIAN TRIP AND SUMMARIZES OFFICIAL PRESIDENTIAL POSITION 
ON NEED FOR TRIP. CONCLUDES THAT PRES EVIDENTLY CON- 
VINCED HE HAS MORE TO GAIN THAN TO LOSE BY GOING. 

7. CHINA 

TORONTO GLOBE AND MAIL'S IOHN BURNS IN PEKING (CSM) 

DOES VIGNETTE ON "URBANE, WITTY" NEW FM CHIAO KUAN-HUA, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WHOSE ASSOCIATION WITH CHOU SAVED HIM FROM RED GUARDS 
IN 1967. SAYS TIMING OF APPOINTMENT MAY BE RELATED 
TO SECRETARY'S COMING VISIT; CHINESE MAY HAVE 
FELT THAT CHIAO'S HAND WILL BE STRENGTHENED IF HE 
NEGOTIATES AS AN EUUAL. THEY HAVE KNOWN EACH OTHER 
WELL SINCE HAK'S SECRET 1971 MISSION. BUT 
DIPLOMATS IN PEKING SUSPECT THAT THEIR FEELINGS FOR 
EACH OTHER HAVE NEVER QUITE RECOVERED FROM STRAINS 
OF NEGOTIATIONS WHICH PRODUCED SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE. 

CHINESE INSISTENCE ON US CONCESSIONS OVER TAIWAN 
PRODUCED DEADLOCK BETWEEN THE TWO THAT WAS NOT 
RESOLVED UNTIL 5 AM THE DAY NIXON WAS SCHEDULED TO 
LEAVE PEKING. AND MORE THAN ONE US OFFICIAL SAW 
NEEDLE IN HAK'S REFERENCE TO CHIAO AT A PRESS BRIEFING 
THE FOLLOWING DAY AS "THE VICE FOREIGN MINISTER WHOSE 
NAME I DESPAIR OF EVER LEARNING TO PRONOUNCE" - THIS 
DESPITE FACT THAT PHONETICALLY. "CHOW KWAN HWA" (SIC) 

IS ONE OF THE EASIER CHINESE NAMES FOR AN ENGLISH 
SPEAKER TO LEARN. 

WHAT HAPPENED IN FINAL STAGE OF NEGOTIATIONS WILL NOT 
BE KNOWN UNTIL HAK OR NIXON WRITES HIS MEMOIRS. BUT 
IT IS FAIR SURMISE THAT HAK FOUND HIMSELF FACING 
THE STEELY, UNCOMPROMISING SIDE OF CHIAO'S NATURE 
THAT HE CLOAKS ON PUBLIC OCCASIONS WITH CHARMING 
MANNER AND CONSTANT SMILE. MORE THAN ONE VISITING 
STATESMAN HAS BEEN SURPRISED BY HIS ABRASIVE AND 
SELF-ASSERTIVE MANNER WHEN CONTENTIOUS ISSUES ARISE. 

AP S RODERICK (GLOBE, NOV 16) CITES EXPERTS IN TOKYO 
AS SAYING THAT CHIAO KUAN-HUA’S PROMOTION APPEARS 
TO BODE WELL FOR SINO-US DETENTE. SOME OBSERVERS 
SAW LINK BETWEEN PROMOTION AND HAK'S VISIT TO PEKING. 
DIPLOMATS POINT OUT THAT CHIAO HAS LONG WORKED CLOSELY 
WITH CHOU, ARCHITECT OF US DETENTE, AND THEY SAY 
CHOU MAY HAVE APPOINTED HIM TO INTENSIFY THAT DIALOGUE 
AT TIME OF INCREASING US-USSR DETENTE. RODERICK ALSO 
PRODUCES BRIEF BIO SKETCH, NOTING CHIAO HAD WELL-TO- 
DO PARENTS, TRAVELED IN EUROPE IN 1930S AND RECEIVED 
PHD FROM TUBINGEN UNIVERSITY. HAS HAD CONTACT WITH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AMERICANS SINCE SERVING AS LIAISON OFFICER WITH WARTIME 
US MISSION IN YENAN. IS FRIEND OF GEORGE BUSH SINCE 
VN DAYS, AND CONSIDERED "LEADING INTERNATIONALIST" 

IN FOREIGN MINISTRY. 

JOC'S STRAUSS, IN HK, CITES NCNA CLAIM THAT CHINA, 

UNDER CURRENT LEADERSHIP, IS CONTINUING TO MAKE 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL CONTRIBUTIONS TO WORLD. 
INTERESTINGLY, ARTICLE (IN CELEBRATION FO 25TH 
ANNIVERSARY) EMPHASIZED SCIENCE OF GEOLOGY AND 
CLAIMED PRC PREDICTION OF EARTHQUAKES, NEW THEORY 
OF OIL FORMATION AND CONTROL OF SHANGHAI'S ONCE 
DANGEROUS SUBSIDENCE. NK BASED GEOLOGISTS THINK 
PRC MAY HAVE INDEED SURPASSED WESTERN SCIENTIFIC 
LEVELS IN PREDICTIONS OF QUAKES, BUT THEY HAVE SOME 
QUESTIONS. FOREIGN SCIENTISTS SHOULD HAVE CHANCE 
TO FIND OUT IN NEAR FUTURE BECAUSE US GEOLOGICAL 
TEAM WITH HEAVY STRESS ON EARTHQUAKE ANALYSIS MADE 
MONTH-LONG TOUR OF CHINA LAST MONTH. 

BUT IT IS IN AREA OF OIL EXPLORATION THAT CHINESE 
HAVE MADE GREATEST ADVANCES, IN OPINION OF MANY 
WESTERNERS IN THAT FIELD. SEVERAL GROUPS OF VISITING 
SCIENTISTS HAVE SUGGESTED CHINESE APPROACH TO 
SCIENCE IS WASTEFUL OF ACADEMIC TALENT - REFERRING 
TO GREAT AMOUNT OF TIME SPENT BY SCENTISTS IN 
MANUAL LABOR. BUT THIS APPROACH DOES SEEM TO HAVE 
BENEFICIAL CONSEQUENCES IN TRAINING OF MILLIONS OF 
WORKERS, AND POPULARIZATION OF SCIENCE IS THOUGHT 
LIKELY TO HAVE PROFOUND LONG-TERM EFFECTS. PRC DOES 

SEEM TO HAVE AT LEAST ONE BLIND SPOT IN SCIENTIFIC 
FIELD: MATHEMATICS. PEKING IS PURCHASING THOUSANDS 
OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL REPORTS DIRECTLY AND 
THOUSANDS MORE - ALMOST CERTAINLY US AND IAPANESE 
PATENT REPORTS - INDIRECTLY. 

DESPITE WHAT WOULD APPEAR ADVERSE FACTORS TO FOSTERING 
OF SCIENTIFIC KNOWLEDGE, PRC HAS AND WILL CONTINUE TO 
MAKE STARTLING CONTRIBUTIONS. TO GIVE CREDIT WHERE 
DUE, IT WAS MAO S OPEN-MINDED APPROACH THAT WAS 
DIRECTLY RESPONSIBLE FOR RESEARCH IN AREA OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ACUPUNCTURE ANAESTHESIA, AND MORE SCIENTIFIC ANNOUNCE- 
MENTS STEMMING FROM FOLK REMEDIES ARE QUITE LIKELY. 

JOC'S NAMBEIL, IN TAIPEI, FINDS THAT AS ROC BECOMES 
MORE ISOLATED DIPLOMATICALLY, IT BECOMES MORE SELF- 
RELIANT ECONOMICALLY, AND THIS FACT IS EMPHASIZED 
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TIME AND AGAIN IN INTERVIEWS WITH ROC BUSINESSMEN. 
LOOKING TOWARD FUTURE, MANY AMONG YOUNG GENERATION 
FEEL THAT ONCE CKS-MAO ERA HAS PASSED, SOME TYPE 
OF LOOSE FEDERATION WITH PRC WILL EVOLVE, PERHAPS 
COMMONWEALTH SYSTEM IN WHICH ECONOMIC STRUCTURE OF 
BOTH WOULD REMAIN INTACT. SOURCES INDICATE THAT 
ROC MILITARY RECRUITS OF 70S SHARE NO ENTHUSIASM 
FOR RETURNING TO MAINLAND BY WHATEVER MEANS. WN 

8. JAPAN 

GLOBE'S STORIN IN NAHA (NOV 17) WRITES ABOUT POST- 
REVERSION OKINAWA. NOTES THAT WITH SUPPORT OF 
ISLAND S GOVERNOR, LEFTIST GROUPS CONTINUE TO PRESS 
FOR TOTAL REMOVAL OF US PRESENCE. ALTHOUGH REVERSION 
INCLUDED AGREEMENT TO REDUCE AND CONSOLIDATE BASES, 
WITH MUCH OF COST TO BE BORNE.BY GOJ, INFLATION 
HAS SLOWED CONSTRUCTION AND US STILL CONTROLS 22 
PERCENT OF THE LAND. US OFFICIALS IN OKINAWA 
BELIEVE THEY EVENTUALLY MAY BE FORCED OFF THE ISLAND, 

OR THAT THEY WILL AT LEAST LOSE MANY VALUABLE TRAINING 
AREAS. ONE SAID THAT THE MORE IMMEDIATE PROBLEMS 
ARE BUDGETARY. SERVICES NOT RECEIVING BIDS ON 
CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS, AS MOST BUILDERS CONCENTRATE 
ON PROFITS TO BE MADE FROM EXPO 75. ONE BONUS OF 
REVERSION WAS CHANGE IN RENT TO LANDOWNERS WHERE US 
BASES ARE LOCATED. AMERICANS PAID ABOUT 10 MILLION 
DOLLARS ANNUALLY. DURING REVERSION PROCESS, LANDOWNERS 
BOOSTED RENTALS AS MUCH AS 10 TIMES, AND NOW THE RENT 
IS PAID BY GOJ. ONE OFFICIAL CALLED IT "A SORT OF 
BRIBE FOR OKINAWANS TO BE CONTENT WITH THE AMERICAN 
PRESENCE HERE."
